Export Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 15th April 1976 

Subject.— Scheme for exports under O.G.L. 3 of Indian Cotton handloom textiles includ¬ 
ing readymade garments and made-ups and ‘India Itemst for export to the U.S.A, 
during the Quota Year 1st October, 1975 to 30th September, 1976. 

No. 12-ETC(P>0/76.—^The Scheme relates to the export of all the categories of cotton 
handloom textiles including readymade garments, made-ups and ‘India Items', from India 
to the USA for the quota year 1st October, 1975 to 30th September, 1976. 

2. Certification In the manner prescribed by the US authorities for the said material to 
get an entry into that country will be made by the Textiles Committee in respect of all 
Indian Cotton handloom textiles and by the Textiles Committee and/or All India Handi¬ 
craft Board in respect of India items. 

3. In addition, export of cotton handloom garments are governed by quota restric¬ 
tions. For the purpose of quota allotment, the shipment period will be divided into two 
■six-monthly periods, i.e. from 1st October, 1975 to 31st March, 1976 and 1st April, 1976 
■to 30th September, 1976. 
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4. Exports will be allowed from any port in India. 

5. Quotas for cotton handlooni readymade garments for shipment during the period 
from 1st October, 1975 to 30th September, 1976 will be allotted against individual ship¬ 
ments, by the Textiles Committee, Bombay or its Regional Officers, by way of endorsement 
on the shipping biUs on flrst-come first-served basis. As soon as the ceiling is reached, the 
Textiles Committee shall stop forthwith the allotment of quotas. 

6. AH shipments of cotton handloom textiles made during each month from any port 
in India shall be reported by the exporters concerned to the Textiles Committee, Bombay, 
by the 10th of the subsequent month. 

7. The Textile Commissioner is empowered to frame rules and regulations from time 
to time inter^lia to provide for the conditions to be complied with by an applicant before 
he would be eligible for quota.
